Railway Brotherhood Pres-

Washington — The railroads of

Eastman, on his own motion, insti- 
tuted a survey of rules on the rail- 
roads relating to payment of men 
engaged in engine, train and yard 
service.

wherein he says, 'these rules have 
often been the subject of controver- 
sy and criticism, and there is much 
misunderstanding of one kind or 
another in regard to them. Contro- 
versy and misunderstanding is not 
conducive to good railroad labor 
conditions and relations and the 
public ought to know what the facts 
are.' 


misunderstand Rules 


"Briefly, the study reveals that 


there is no foundation in fact for 
the popular misconception that rail- 
road, engine, train and yard service 
men are paid large amounts of 
money for which they render no 
service. The Interstate Commerce 
commission form on which infor- 
mation for this group is reported, 
calls for a report of 'compensation 
paid for straight time hours work- 
ed' and 'compensation 
paid for 


straight time hours paid for.' It is 
popularly supposed, and it is charg- 
ed, "that the 
difference 
between 


these amounts, which may be from 
12 to 15 per cent of the payroll rep- 
resents payment for time not work- 
ed. Nothing could be further from 
the truth. 


"The coordinator in his report 


states: 'In this instance the*differ- 
ence between the eight actual hours 
worked and the ten hours entered 
as paid for is not really time, but 
is a "time equivalent".' The com- 
pany is not paying for anything 
which it does not get. for the mile- 
age run corresponds in full with 
the amount of compensation paid. 
Incidentally..the amount paid is ex- 
actly equal to the compensation 
which the employee would earn if 
the same mileage were run at the 
applicable speed basis (12J miles 
per hour), rather than at the faster 
rale, (in this case. 15.6 miles per 
dour).

expend in its service.! 


"Men in train service are essen- 


tially piece workers, being paid by 
the mile, and no fair-minded per- 
son would hold that they must 
place time at the disposal of the 
employer without some manner of 
compensation being conceded. This 
item also includes that portion of a 
day's pay accruing where men are 
released before completing a full 
day's work, for the reason there is 
no further service for them. 


"The federal coordinator in the

'For many employees, the hours 
which may be worked or the miles 
run per day are variable and ir- 
regular because of traffic demands 
and operating conditions over which 
the men have little or no control.

I told of their 
financial troubles and how they 
were trying to avoid additional re 
ceiverships through big economies 
in operating costs. I forecast tha' 
railroad workers would be forced to 
accept a compromise reduction in 
pay as their contribution to keeping 
the carriers in operation. 
I em- 


phasized that because pay rates had 
been unjustly boosted last 
fall 


thousands more of employes are 
now jobless than would be if wage 
scales had been more in line with 
railroad revenues. 


A Labor Leader's Reply 


Several days later I received the 


following letter from the presideni 
of the 
Brotherhood 
of 
Railroad 


Trainmen—one of the four big un- 
ions which control railroad labor. I 
am quoting it because it gives an 
interesting insight into the attitude 
of those who strongly ' influence 
workers' actions: 


". . . Need I comment about your 


ready display of callousness toward 
railroad employes or your miserly 
contemplation of the loot awaiting 
the grasping Wall street gang? Rail- 
road labor and the American public 
are on to your game. We know thai 
the carriers are seeking a wage cut 
in order to divert more wealth into 
the channels of the bankers 
and 


bondholders. We know that econo- 
mists, like yourself, lend aid and 
comfort to such modern highway 
robbery- We know, too, that there 
is not one spark of decency or hu- 
manity in anv man who gloats over 
great unemployment in the railroad 
industry. . . :

Why does he think the bondholders 
are not entitled to fair play? These 
bondholders are not public enemies. 
They are Insurance companies, sav 
ings banks, colleges. 
hospitals, 


churches, and individuals. 
They 


loaned money to build tracks and 
depots, to buy locomotives 
and 


freight cars,—the equipment which 
gives railroad workers their jobs. 


Today, raikoads representing one- 


third of the nation's mileage are 
paying no interest on these bond 
loans. Moreover, only a small por- 
tion of the original dollar loaned 
may ever be paid back unless wages 
are reduced to compare with wages 
paid in other industries. Further- 
more, the other two-thirds of the 
carrier system has been 
'skating 


along the brink of bankruptcy. 
If 


railroad workers are entitled to the 
highest wage rates in history, then 
bondholders are at least entitled to 
the agreed interest and repayment 
of the money they loaned to provide 
these employes with their jobs! 


Hortinr Thir Own Cause 


However, I doubt if Mr. Whitney's 


attitude is approved by intelligent 
wage workers. They know it does 
not help labor's cause. Employers 
cannot go on paying high wages and 
losing money, nor can they increase 
the selling price of their goods and 
risk the loss of their customers. As 
a result of labor leaders' demands, 
employers must do one of 
two 


things: (1) Throw up their hands 
and go out of business: or (2) Seek 
every method possible to get along 
with fewer employes. Will cither 
development aid "a prosperity that 
extends to all the people"? 


Business this fall will be better. 


For several months production has 
been running. below consumption. 
That condition cannot continue. Ac- 
tivity is already increasing. Hence, 
I am convinced that business is go- 
ing to be good for the next several 
months, at least. 


Over the longer-term, however, I 


am not so certain. I know that so 
long as labor leaders maintain their 
present attitude we can have no 
permanent prosperity. 
Even the 


prospect that the government may 
have to take over the carriers does 
not seem to worry railroad labor. 
Like other workers, they think a 
government job is pretty soft and 
secure. This may be true as long as 
only a few people work for Uncle 
Sam. As, however, the number of 
public employes increases, the se- 
curity of all public employes de-

THE PHILIPPINES MUST GO 


Unless a question has political impli- 


cations that may affect the next election 
the government at Washington—now as 
well as before Mr. Roosevelt—is likely to 
dawdle like the love-sick youth who blows 
the dandelion—"She loves me, she loves 
me not." 


For nearly 30 years we have been 


considering letting the Philippines go but 
haven't yet cut them adrift. A few years 
ago the islands made up our minds for us. 
They said they wanted to go. They seemed 
so set of purpose and we so unable to form 
a conviction that they carried the day. 
Then, suddenly they caught sight of Jap- 
anese troop ships on their way to China* 
and independence and its responsibilities 
suddenly turned sour. So they formulated 
another idea. They will be free but we 
will protect them, go to war for them, and 
smilingly die for them. 


And it begins to look as if they are 


really going to get away with it. 


Recently our naval authorities have 


spoken very decisively on the proposition. 
Said Admiral Leahy before the Vinson 
committee: 


"The navy which America now has 


and the navy which it will have when 
it is increased by the authority con- 
tained in this bill will be seriously 
inadequate to the task of sending a 
naval force to the Philippines." 
Of course, the Admiral, as he explained, 


meant a sufficient naval force to success- 
fully defend the Philippines from attack. 


Not long ago our High Commissioner 


McNutt and President Quezon delivered 
extensive addresses to celebrate the 40th 
anniversary of the American occupation 
of Manila. 
President 
Quezon, for the 


first time in his public career, made no 
mention of Philippine independence, but 
did remark that "the Filipinos feel cer- 
tain that America will continue to lend a 
sympathetic ear to our reasonable peti- 
tions," whereas Commissioner 
McNutt, 


with almost studied misconception of the 
records emphasized the trade features and 
declared that "if the control of the Philip- 
pines has enhanced the position of the 
United States "in the Far East, and if Amer- 
can trade has gained a market, no one has 
just cause' for complaint." 


Little attention was paid to the facts. 


America has not gained a market. She 
has only taken on a dangerous liability. 
It is the Filipinos who have gained a 
market because we buy from them nearly 
double what we sell them. 


If we are to be governed by trade ar- 


rangements let us at least get the figures 
straight. Japan is worth more to us in the 
Orient by way of trade than the Philip- 
pines and China put together. 


Neither will Mr. McNutt's notion of 


the creation of the Philippines into domin- 
ion status satisfy the situation. 
We have 


done very well by our little brown broth- 
ers. 
We built their schools and showed 


them the way out of the dark pit and 
toward the light. 
We trained their sol- 


diers, built their fortifications and saved 
them from going bankrupt on more than 
one occasion since they are rather juve- 
nile in financial affairs. But when they 
invited us to go and we accepted the in- 
vitation let there be no more of uncer- 
tainty. After 30 years of thought, debate 
and consideration it is high time a final 
conclusion be reached. 


And America must remember that the 


Philippines belong to the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere while the American half of the 
world is Western.

Grain IB Growing in Favor 


With Farmers Through- 


out S t a t e 


Rye. the old standby crop, is in 


creasing in favor 
with 
farmer 


throughout the state and it is ex 
pected that many Outajjamie coun 
ty farmers will be seeding the crop 
(his fall, according to R. C. Swan 
son, county agricultural agent. 


"Don't forget rye" is the timelj 


appeal being made these days bj 
George Briggs. extension agrono 
mist of the state College of Agricul 
ture. He is giving it a good rating 
as a cash crop, a pasture crop, a 
green manure crop, and a cove: 
crop. He has found that regardles 
of whether it is used as pasture, a 
a grain crop, or as a soil builder, i 
lits in well on all soils. 
It wins 


favor on sandy soils and flat area; 
•where wind often destroys vegeta 
tion. 


Among the important uses for 


which Briggs finds the crop is 
used are: 


"As a pasture, rye provides the 


latest pasture in the fall as well as 
the earliest pastures in the spring 
just at a time when other feeds are 
sometimes low (even second-year 
sweet clover fields or old thin alfalfa 
fields can be made excellent late 
fall and early spring pasture by 
drilling in five to seven packs of rye 
now without any further prepara- 
tion of the seedbed. 
"For milling 


purposes, the White Imperial rye is 
the best; for northern Wisconsin 
the pedigree 12.19 is proving excel- 
lent. 


"Rye protects the soil from water 


and wind erosion on old rough land 
or open areas where good stands of 
hay crops are not growing; 


"As a feed crop, rye can be used 


in combinations for more ways than 
farmers are now using and its heavy 
yields should make it a crop on 
many more farms. 


"Rye 
fits well in the farm man- 


agement plan by distributing the 
labor load, as it is seeded in the fall. 
and harvested before other grains 
are ready. 


"The rye crop is proving to be the 


best crop for controlling and eradi- 
cating the field bindweed or Creep- 
ing Jenny. (By its use, the fast ear- 
ly growth weakens the bindweed 
and because it can be harvested in 
early June, ten to twelve weeks of 
fallow cultix'ation can be practiced 
at which time rye is seeded and 
the fallow repeated again). 


"Rye in the rotation may prevent 


lodging of oats and barley. (On the 
heavier, more fertile soils, where 
oats and barley lodged severely this 
year, rye can be included in the 
rotation, using corn one year and 
then rye before seeding oats or bar- 
ley)."

Southern Farmers Plowing Under 


Cotton to Get Farm Bill Benefits 


Atlanta. Ga.—(J)— Hundreds 
of 


acres of cotton, much of it white 
•with open bolls, ready for picking, 
are being plowed under by south- 
ern farmers eager to qualify 
for 


farm bill benefits and to escape its 
penalties. 


Any accurate estimate of 
the 


number of acres being destroyed 
probably would run high into the 
thousands. It might be obtained on- 
ly by a county-to-county study of 
the area but even then, the per- 
centage of error would be high. One 
county in middle Georgia has al- 
most 2,000 acres subject to penal- 
ties if the cotton on them is not 
plowed up. 


These penalties on 
cooperating 


farmers would run to 7 cents 
a 


pound on the cotton produced on 
the excess acreage. With cotton ex- 
pected to sell for not much more 
Lhan 8 cents, they figure that 
it 


would be cheaper to plow it up than 
;o pick it. 


Different Measures 


Half a dozen county agents 
in 


scattered sections agreed that in 
about 99 per cent of the cases the 
necessity for the plow-up activities 
arose out of the installation of a 
new method of measuring the farm- 
ers land. They planted by one acre- 
age survey and are harvesting by 
another. 


The plowing under is more no- 


iceable in Georgia thrn in 
the 


Tarolinas. and for some farmers, 
his is the second time they have 


plowed up cotton this year in their 
efforts to comply with the law. 


In many sections cotton had been 


planted before the acreage 
allot- 


ments were made. 
The weather 


would not wait on statute. 


The farmers consulted with coun- 


ty agents and tried to make allow- 
ances in advance for the reductions 
they expected under the new law. 


Then the allotments were 
an- 


nounced, the lands were surveyed, 
and many of those who already had 
planted found that they had ex- 
cess acreage. They went out and 
plowed it up to bring their crop in- 
side their quota. 


Make Aerial Survey 


Where weather and a late season 


had held back plantings, the farm- 
ers held their crops to the allotted 
acreage—according to the survey 
that had been employed. 


They put fertilizer into the fields, 


and spent the spring and summer 
tilling the crop. 


During the period, the govern- 


ment was busy making an aerial 
survey of the southern farms. 


Over wide stretches the job of 


hoeing and plowing was done be- 
fore the mapping iob was finished. 
The aerial maps then 
were laid 


down in the offices of the county 
agents and the acreage that they 
showed was calculated farm 
by 


farm. 


In a vast majority of cases, the 


aerial maos showed more acreage 
than had the surveys.

Action by FSCC 


Cold Storage Surpluses of 


Cheese Continue to 


Pile Up 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison—Leaders of Wisconsin's 


Immense dairy industry and 
offi- 


cials of the state department of ag- 
riculture and markets today await- 
ed relief action by the Federal Sur- 
plus Commodities corporation while 
the signs grew that the market sit- 
uation for Wisconsin dairy products, 
and particularly cheese, is the worst 
in recent years. 


While cold storage surpluses of 


Wisconsin cheese piled up,.reaching 
a total of 114,000.000 pounds early 
this month, the price of Wisconsin 
American cheese at the Plymouth 
Exchange last week dropped from 
101 to 10 cents, bringing the August 
average price per pound to 10.75 
cents, the lowest, with one excep- 
tion, since 1911, according to de- 
partment of market statisticians. 


Complete statistics bearing out 


statements of Wisconsin state offi- 
cials on the seriousness of the in- 
dustry's plight have been forwarded 
to FSCC authorities. It is shown 
that only once in more than two 
decades has the price of cheese been 
as low as today. That one instance 
was in 1932. when the price was 
10.75 
cents. 


Moreover, it is significant, experts 


point out, that the price is falling 
currently in the face of a traditional 
increase at the end of summer. 
In 


any previous year in which the 
market relapsed, as in 1932, August 
showed increase in market prices 
over July, while this year the situ- 
ation is reversed. 


It is also portentous that current 


cheese holdings are the highest in 
the history of the dairy industry, 
boding ill for an early recovery of 
the market. Similarly, butter hold- 
ings in August were the third high- 
est on record.

Prolong Use of 


Old Farm Silos 


S. A. Witzel Explains Ways 
In Which Different Types 
May be I m p r o v e d 


Old silos, even the wooden stave 


type, can be repaired to be of ser- 
vice for additional years, according 
to S. A. Witzel of the state college 
of engineering in a bulletin to R. C. 
Swanson, county agricultural agent. 


The repair for the wood stave silo, 


Witzel explains, is simple. The silo 
may not need to be taken down, 
simply move the lower hoop, saw 
off the lower 10 to 12 inches and let 
the silo down on the foundation. 
The hoops can be loosened, defec- 
tive staves replaced and additional 
staves added to give the silo its 
original diameter. By using a block 
and tackle, chain hoist or woven 
wire stretcher, the silo can be pulled 
into shape before the hoops are 
tightened and the anchors are set. 
If the doors are leaky, unroll paper 
in front of the doors against which 
the silage packs and makes them 
tight. 


Old brick silos that are laid up 


with lime mortars and flat bands 
of reinforcement, are usually not 
safe to use unless they have regu- 
lar silo hoops placed around the out- 
side. Witzel points out. because the 
sheet metal bands are rusted out 
in most of these silos. A brick is 
easily removed on each side of the 
chute so that the hoops can be con- 
tinuous around the silo.

nah, and, conversely, what per- 
centage we can expect to leave 
Neenah to make their living else- 
where." 


One of the most interesting fea- 


tures of the survey showed that 
only 24 out of 446 students, a lit- 
tle more than 5 per cent, are un- 
employed, and of this number. 21 
are girls who are staying at home. 
most of them by choice, and only 
three are boys.

During the four years, 461 stu- 


dents were graduated. Three of 
them died and the whereabouts of 
12 are unknown, so the statistics and 
data are based on 446 students, 259 
of whom are girls and 212 boys.

"The fish was more than 40 feel 


long, and its body was not shaped 
like any known shark. It looked 
more like a whale than anything 
else, but whales breathe 
through 


lungs, and this monster had five 
gills. So it was classed as a fish, 
while Captain Thompson and his 
comrades were classed as lucky be- 
cause they had not been upset and 
drowned. 


"Hundreds of persons came to the 


beach to look at the monster, and 
all agreed that it was 'a whale of a 
fish." For my part, the next time I 
go fishing I hope I shall not pull up 
anything like that!"

"Most of us plan to study nature at 
some time or other, but too often 
put it off as a pastime requiring 
more leisure than, we possess. Why 
not begin with a few minutes every 
day, spent in our own back yards or 
in neglected 
corners near 
our

None of the vines bear fruit, and 
since my own plant books failed to 
help me in discovering the answer, 
some day I will look It up In Gray's 
manual, or some other botany book.

If so, 
the plants may bo either male or fe- 
male, the male obviously non-fruit- 
ing, the female being sterile because 
of the absence of male flowers nec- 
essary for fertilization. In any case, 
the plants are all of one sex or the 
other.

Study Insects In Fall 


During late summer and early fall 


comes the heyday of insect 
life. 


Moths and butterflies are fluttering 
everywhere, the 
white 
cabbage 


butterfly being one of the most 
common species seen just now. Cat- 
erpillars crawl over sidewalks and 
among garden plants. 
In grassy 


corners myriads of creeping, flying 
and hopping "bug" dash out at you. 
During the heat of the day the ci- 
cada sings his shrill 
monotone, 


which is not a song at all because 
insects have no vocal powers. Re- 
cently two more 
insects 
were 


brought to me for 
identification. 


One was the angular-winged katy- 
did and the other a female 
tree 


cricket, a white insect with a loud 
chirp and a peculiar flight

ground, take short walks and ex- 
amine every vacant lot and bit of 
waste land. Some of these places 
may hold surprises for you. Within 
six blocks of our present home my 
children and I found orchids, hun- 
dreds of them, growing wild within 
the city limits.

Has Fine Trees 


Recently we moved to the north- 


ern part of town and, right at the 
start, I made a survey of 
the 


grounds around the house, which 
were interesting, if not altogether 
prepossessing. The yard holds five 
trees, one Norway maple and four 
box elders. The latter trees are all 
males, for which I am sorry, be- 
cause, in my opinion, after a box 
elder has outlived its usefulness as a 
temporary shade tree, only the fe- 
males are useful because they pro- 
vide food for winter birds. 
The 


evening grosbeak is especially fond 
of the box elder keys. 


The grass in the back yard grows 


well but the front yard is almost 
bare. We found the ground to be 
fine and powdery. Almost the only 
plant growing profusely is the little 
yellow wood sorrel. 
We guessed 


that an attempt at improvement had 
been made by covering the lawn 
with the fine sandy soil 'from the 
oak and pine lands. Cn the ground 
we found several small earth stars, 
puffball mushrooms with an outer 
shell split open t6 form a star. 
These are always found in add, 
sandy soil and in order to rectify 
the earlier "improvement" 
the 


ground will have to be sweetened 
and fertilized.
